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REMARKS 

Claims 1-21 are pending in the present application. Claims 1 
and 8 are independent . 



Because no art rejection has been made and because the 
Examiner found the Reply filed March 22, 2004 persuasive with 
respect to the previous prior art rejections, Applicants must 
assume that all of the pending claims are in condition for 
allowance except for the new matter objection and rejection under 
35 use §112, first paragraph. These issues have been resolved as 
detailed below thereby clearly placing all of the claims in 
condition for allowance. Therefore, Applicant earnestly solicits 
an early indication thereof in a formal Notice of Allowance. 



The Amendment filed on July 24, 2003 has been objected to under 
35 use §132 because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. The 
above amendment cancels the new matter that was added to the
